Johnson Asks 
for Labors Help 
•for Program

ident Johnson invited Sen Harry 
F. Byrd of Virginia to the White 
House for lunch today in anoth- 
er maneuver aimed at attempt- 
ing to prod an $ll-billion tax-cut 
bill through Congress. 


., Congressional sources report- 
ted that the chairman of the Sen- 


ate Finance Committee accept- 
ed the invitation for a luncheon 
conference. 


• The tax bill has passed the 
House, but Byrd's committee 
has 
shown no disposition to 


shove it along quickly, even 
though Johnson has given it top 
priority, just as President John 
F. Kennedy did. 


<j.'; Johnson has been using every 
'opportunity to build up support 


for the bill—he called on labor 
and business leaders Wednesday 
to get behind it, as well as civil 
rights legislation. 


' Johnson told them it was lang- 
uishing in the Finance Commit- 
tee. 


. The President developed a 
reputation for getting results 
with a sort of personal, political 


I) diplomacy when he was Demo- 


cratic leader of the Senate. The 
meeting with Byrd was along 
similar lines.

Thompson's

The jury has heard more than 


100 witnesses in the 5Ms-week 
trial. 


The 
defense 
claims 
Mrs. 


Thompson, mother of four child- 
ren, was killed during a robbery. 
It contends Thompson had no 
part in a conspiracy to kill her. 


Cotton Quota 
Vote Coming 
Up Dec. 10 


The cotton quota vote com- 


ing up on Dec. 10 will mark the 
eleventh consecutive year in 
which growers nave voted on 
marketing quotas 
for their 


upland cotton crop, Claude Self, 
Chairman 
Hempstead County 


Agricultural Stabilization 
and 


Conservation Committee, 
said 


today. 


"Beginning with the referen- 


dum on marketing quotas for 
the 
1954 crop, growers have 


approved quotas for each year's 
cotton crop," he 
stated. "In 


the vote last year, on quotas 
for the 1963 upland cotton crop, 
93.7 
percent of the 
growers 


voting approved the quotas." 


By law, quotas must be pro- 


calimed by the 
Secretary of 


Agriculture in years when the 
cotton supply exceeds normal. 
The estimated 
1963-64 
total 


supply of upland cotton exceeds 
the estimated normal supply by 
7.8 million bales. 


For 1964, the Chairman ex- 


plained, 
Hempstead 
County 


has a total of 8848 acres avail- 
able for allotment to growers 
on which to grow their upland 
cotton crop. This 
represents 


Hempstead County's share of 
the national allotment acreage 
of 16,200,000 acres, which in- 
cludes 200,000 acres from the 
national acreage reserve 
to 


take care of minimum farm 
allotments. Notices of individual 
farm acreage allotments will 
be mailed to operators of cot- 
ton farms in advance of the 
Dec. 10 referendum. 


If at least two-thirds of the 


growers voting in the refer- 
endum approve quotas for the 
1964 upland cotton crop, price 
support at a level within the 
range of 65 to 90 percent of 
parity 
will be available 
to 


growers who comply with their 
farm allotments, and market- 
ing quota penalties will apply 
to any "excess" cotton produc- 
ed on a farm. 


If 
more than 
one-third of 


the voters 
oppose quotas for 


the 3964 crop, the the 
allot- 


ment program will remain in 
effect, and price support will 
be available to cooperators at 
50 percent of parity, as provid- 
ed by law. 


All farmers who engaged in 


the production of upland cotton 
in 19G3 are eligible to vote in 
(lie Dec. 10 referendum. 


Herbert H. 
Lehman Dies 
at Age 85 


NEW YORK (AP) - Herbert 


H. Lehman. 85, four times gov- 
ernor of New York and also a 
former senator, died today. 


Lehman, a leader in his later 


years in a reform movement 
against the Democratic organ- 
ization in New York,. suffered 
a heart attack in his home at 
820 Park Ave. 


Lehman was regarded as the 


elder statesman of the Demo- 
cratic party in New York and 
one of the party's most pow- 
erful figures in the state. 


He suffered a broken hip in 


February while vacationing at 
Palm Springs, Calif., but had 
continued an active interest in 
politics. 


He, with the late Mrs. Frank- 


lin D. Roosevelt, had led the 
party's reform faction in its suc- 
cessful effort in 1961 to oust 
Carmine G. de Sapio, as leader 
of Tammany Hall, the powerful 
Manhattan Democratic organi- 
zation. 


Lehman was closely allied 


with the New Deal, Fair Deal 
and New Frontier wings of the 
party. 


The late President John F. 


Kennedy 
reportedly was 
in- 


censed when Lehman and Mrs. 
Roosevelt, attending a presi- 
dential campaign rally here in 
1960, were not called upon by 
the regular leaders to speak. 


When Kennedy finished his 


own speech, he turned and point- 
edly walked over to Mrs. Roose- 
velt and Lehman to shake their 
hands.

Ex-Premier 
of Pakistan 
Heart Victim 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP)-For- 


mer Pakistani Prime Minister 
Hussein S. Suhrawardy died of 
a heart attack early today. He 
was 72. 


Suhrawardy had come to Bei 


rut for medical treatment after 
a previous heart attack. He 
was staying at a local hotel. 


His body will be flown to Ka 


rachi for burial Friday. 


Suhrawardy was a controver 


sial figure in Pakistan politics. 
He loved the diplomatic social 
whirl. To the horror of straight- 
laced Moslems, he introduced 
social dancing to Islamic Pakis- 
tan 
shortly 
after 
becoming 


prime minister in September 
1956. 


He resigned 13 months later 


following a dispute with Repub- 
licans in his coalition Cabinet 
over reorganizing West Pakis 
tan into four or more provinces 
Suhrawardy, head of the Awa 
mi (People's) League, opposed 
the idea. 


In January 1962, the military 


government of President Ayub 
Khan 
jailed 
him 
for 
seven 


months on suspicion of "anti- 
state acitivties." He was re- 
leased on Aug. 19, 1962, but the 
government never specified the 
exact reason for his arrest.

Apparently no scripture 
was marked. 


Across the street at the Tekas 


School Book Depository Build- 
ing, from which police say the 
fatal shots were fired, there was 
little activity Wednesday. A po- 
liceman stood at the door. No 
one is allowed on the sixth floor, 
where the assassin lay in wait. 


The crowds of mourners and 


curious visitors which at first al- 
most caused traffic accidents 
are much smaller. Most passers- 
by take pictures. 


"It's

FBI Seeking 
Amateur Pix 
Assassination

WASHINGTON (AP)-A mem- 


ber of the presidential commis- 
sion 
investigating 
President 


Kennedy's 
assassination 
said 


today the bipartisan body should 
leave "a detailed report for the 
people behind us." 


The commission, headed by 


Chief Justice Earl Warren, held 
its first meeting today to set up 
machinery and procedures for 
its top-level inquiry. 


Rep. Hale Boggs, D-La., one 


of four members of Congress 
named to the commission by 
President Johnson, told a repor- 
ter: 


"I don't want the same situ- 


ation that we have now, with 
a play running on Broadway 
with the theme: Who shot Abra- 
ham Lincoln?" 


Boggs said he could not say 


whether the commission should 
hold public hearings. This pre- 
sumably among the questions on 
the agenda of the meeting. 


A presidential order empow- 


ers the commission to "evalu- 
ate all available information" 
on the shooting in Dallas and to 
conduct "any further investiga- 
tion it deems desireable." John- 
son is expected to turn over to 
the group the exhaustive report 
now being prepared by the FBI. 


Although this report was und- 


erstood to be close to comple- 
tion, FBI agents in Dallas were 
still probing for evidence on 
the accused assassin, Lee Har- 
vey Oswald, and the subsequent 
slaying of Oswald by Jack Ru- 
by, owner of Dallas striptease 
clubs. Ruby goes to trial Feb. 3. 


The FBI asked the Eastman 


Kodak laboratories in Dallas to 
send memos to all those who had 
sent in film for processing. The 
memos request 
that camera 


owners get in touch -wjih the 
:FBI if their prints .show- pictures' 
of'the assassin.

of a conspiracy. But the infor- 
mation revealed up to this time 
indicates the exact opposite. He 
called himself a Marxist with- 
out seeming to understand a 
Marxist revolution is a job for 
an organization. Oswald was too 


^undjsciplined to be a good or- 
'ganization man. 


He boasted about the books he 


had read, but he never learned 
tp spell well. He was dissatis- 
fied with the American society 
but never learned how to do a 
job well enough to keep it so 
he could support himself in this 
society. 


And while he kept talking of 


a more perfect society, in this 


19 one he skipped out on his rent. 


He called himself pro-Castro 
•and anti-Castro. He glorified the 
Soviet Union and wanted to 
write a book condemning it. 


He 
complained about 
the 


hardships his mother had suf- 
fered during the depression, be- 
fore he was born, but the evi- 
dence indicates that after he 
was able to go to work, he con- 
•tributed little or nothing to her 


•> support. 


•He complained to a family 


friend he was out of work and 
his wife was expecting their 
second baby. .The friend drove 
to New Orleans for the wife and 
firstchild, returned to her home 
in Dallas with -them, and took 
care of them for weeks. 


Oswald apparently never con- 


tributed a nickel to this woman 
£ friend of the family for the sup- 


port of his wife and child and 
second baby but, instead, went 
to Mexico to arrange a trip for 
himself to Europe. 
•His problem started early. In 
the very short time he and his 
mother lived in New York he 
became . such a delinquent in 
school he was given a psychi- 
atric examination.

Russians seemed unimpressed, 
withheld citizenship, and gave 
him a job in a factory at Minsk! 


Two things happened: He got 


married and became disillu- 
sioned with the Soviet Union. 
The idea of working at the same

Per- 
haps he felt frustrated by being 
treated as just another worker.

Pope Extends 
Powers of 
the Bishops

VATICAN CITY (AP)-Pope 


Paul VI decreed a vast reform 
of Roman Catholic worship to- 
day, called on the bishops of his 
church to share with him in its 
government, 
and 
then 
an- 


nounced he would make an his- 
toric trip to the Holy Land next 
month. 


The 66-year-old Roman Cath- 


olic ruler, in office scarcely five 
months, took the actions at a 
momentous closing meeting in 


St. Peter's Basilica of the sec- 
ond session of his Ecumenical 
Council. 


He and his bishops gave Ro- 


man Catholicism its first two 
councilor decrees In 93 years- 
one on liturgy, the other on 
mass communications — and 
then recessed the council until 
September. 


But Pope Paul made clear 


that the nine-month reces would 
not be an idle period. He told 
the council's drafting commis- 
sions to rework all pending doc- 
uments so that they might be 
completed at the assembly's 
next session.

VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope 


Paul VI reduced the dependence 


on 
of Roman Catholic bishops 
the Vatican Curia today, «* 
tending them certain limited 
powers on a permanent basis. 


The Roman Catholic pontiff, 


appearing in persons before the 
Vatican Ecumenical 
Council, 


promulgated a decree which ap- 
parently put him on the side of 
progressive bishops of collegia!- 
ity— the concept that the bishops 
as a whole share with the Pope 
in authority over the Church. 


The main power granted by 


the Pope was the right for the 
bishops to exercise on their own 
40 faculties, or powers, they 
previously could use only on ap- 
plication to the Curia. 


Pope Paul also .granted eight 


privileges, or concessions. One 
is entirely new. for bishops. It is 
the privilege, previously 


sessed only by cardinals, to 
preach and hear confessions 
anywhere in the world, and not 
in their own dioceses alone. 


The other seven privileges ~ 


like the faculties—were previ- 
ously allowed on application. 


One of the most important 


grants is the right of bishops to 
decide marriage cases involving 
"The Pauline Privilege," with- 
out consulting 
th e Vatican. 


These are marriages involving 
two unbaptized persons, one of 
whom decides after marriage to 
become a Catholic. If the other 
objects, "The Pauline 
Privi- 


lege" allows their marriage tp 
be dissolved after the one is 
converted. The converted Ca- 
tholic is free to marry again. 
The privilege is named after St. 
Paul because the concept is de- 


rived from his letter to the Co* 
rinthians. 


Another faculty permits bish- 


ops to allow illegitimate youths 
to enter the priesthood. 


Bishops are also allowed to 


grant permission to Catholics to 
read books on the index of read- 
ing matter forbidden by the 
Church when the books are used 
for research or study purposes. 


Most of the powers, including 


the one concerning the index, 
previously were obtained by 
bishops for 5 and 10-year peri- 
ods on application to the Vati- 
can. The applications 
usually 


were approved and renewed as 
a matter of course.

day. At that time the nation 
could not be in^immediate dan- 
ger if someone were not found,

Now a few moments — the 


time between the start of an 
enemy nuclear attack and the 
order to make a nuclear coun- 
ter-attack—could mean the dif- 
ference 
between 
annihilation 


and some survival if not vic- 
tory. 


Officials have said America?? 


nuclear missiles are so welt 
scattered 
and protected 
and 


could reply so fast that an ene- 
my beginning an attack would 
be equally devastated. 


Such statements, a discour- 


agement to an enemy, are 
based on the assumption that at 
the moment of attack there 
would be someone in supreme 
authority to order, and very^ 
quickly, a counter-blow. 
' 


As commander-in-chief, 
the 


president would give the order. 
If the president were killed, the 
vice president, by becoming 
president and commander - in- 
chief, would give the order. 


Under a 1947 law, if there is 


no president or vice president, 
then next in line of succession 
to the presidency are the speak- 
er of the house, the speaker pro» 
tempore of the Senate, and thefr 
the Cabinet officers, 
starting 


with the secretary of state. 


So the line of succession, 


spelled out this way, looks clear 
and simple. If the enemy began 
an attack by dropping nuclear 
bombs on Washington, the pres- 
ident and all those next in lino 
might be wiped out. 


Since time then would be so 


precious, the highest military 
officers would have to give the 
counter - attack order. This 
might be done quickly — al- 
though there's a question it 
would be—once it was learned 
Washington was gone. 


But suppose an enemy decid- 


ed, before beginning an attack, 
it would be shrewder first to

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Bap- 


tists fearing that Arkansas Bap- 
tist Hospital's plan for a new 
psychiatric unit may not keep 
their church and the federal gov- 
ernment separate failed Tues- 
day to refer the proposed pro- 
ject to a special session of the 
Baptist State Convention.

crats ran Congress and Johnson, 
a main of tremendous drive, ran 
the Senate. This tall Texan was 
the most effective Senate leader 
in the century, probably in his- 
tory. 


It was not the result of per- 


sonality. He lacked the immedi- 
ate charm of President John F. 
Kennedy. He was not a distin- 
guished speaker. But he did his 
homework and did it prodigious- 
ly. 


Because he is that kind of 


man, he will work enormously 
at the presidency. Any mistakes 
will be mistakes of judgment. 
They won't come from lack of 
trying. 


He was a master of detail. He 


knew where every senator stood 
on every issue and, before vot- 
ing time where every senator 
was or was going to be. He be- 
friended all of them when he 
could and thus was able to ex- 
pect their support when he need- 
ed it. 


His egotism, and he has a lot 


of it, didn't stand in the way of 
his 
accomplishment. Because 


the egotism is a natural part of 


him, he carries i! Into the White 
House with him. 


Just because of his egotism— 


because it makes success neces- 
sary for him—he will be hard- 
driven to succeed. When he is 
in charge, there is never any 
doubt who is boss. He showed 
this in the Senate. 


While it was resented by some 


of his fellow-Democrats—partic- 
ularly the liberals—it was one of 
the keys to his effectiveness. He 
can't leave this part of his na- 
ture behind him at the White 
House door, either. 


Johnson, sensitive to criticism 


will now, like any other presi- 
dent, get a lot of it. His Senate 
years prepared him for it, al- 
though he may not take it lying 
down. 


Johnson 
proved 
himself 
a 


master of politics and of han- 
dling men in his Senate years. 
But handling foreign affairs has 
been outside his experience. He 
faces here a new challenge in 
which to prove himself. 


Of all the leadership arts he 


used in the Senate—a place full 
of prima donnas with strong 


feelings on many issues—the one 
Johnson used most visibly was 
compromise, like grease to get 
a bill through warring factions. 


His technique was to get both 


sides to make some concessions, 
even though both sides were 
less than pleased with the result. 
For example: it happened once 
in a struggle between Southern 
Democrats and Northern liber- 
als. 


At the end the captain of the 


Southerners, Sen. Richard Rus- 
sell, D-Ga., said it was a sad 
day. The captain of the liber- 
als, Sen. Paul Douglas, D-II1., 
called it a victory for the South. 


But it was Johnson—and no 


one but Johnson could have done 
it—who steered through the Sen- 
ate the first two civil rights bills 
since Reconstruction days in the 
19lh 
century. 
They 
weren't 


much, but they opened the door 
to stronger measures later. 


Kennedy this year wanted a 


stronger one. Johnson supported 
him. 
Since he is no longer in the 


Senate, one of the first big stefis 
of his presidency will come on 
the civil rights issue. 


Soyt Mail Won't 
Speed Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) ~ Rep. 


Oren Harris, D-Ark., said Mon- 
day a flood of mail urging speed 
is not likely to cause Congress 
to act any more quickly on 
President Lyndon B. Johnson's 
legislative recommendations. 


Harris said procedures of the 


House and Senate must be fol- 
lowed despite increasing pres- 
sure to hurry legislation. 


Congress will probably re- 


main in session until just before

fice or on the telephone. Some- 
times the two presidents overlap 
and become one because the 
uses of the presidency have 
changed. 


Before television a president 


who wanted to get. himself and 
his ideas across to the nation 
had to depend on public appear- 
ances before limited audiences 
on radio. Most of the time he 
had to depend on deeds alone. 


Kennedy, winning the presi- 


dency by a slim election mar- 
gin, felt from the beginning the 
need to create in the public 
mind confidence in him and, if 
possible, affection. The grief at 
his death showed he filled both 
ambitions. 


It's no wonder he was con- 


sUiitb beiort? thi; carueia. N'oi 
is it any wonder Johnson lost no 
time going before the public in 
person on television in his talks 
to Congress, for example, and 
his talk on Thanksgiving Day. 


He had even greater need 


than Kennedy to reassure the 
public the presidency was in 
safe and competent hands. Ken- 
nedy was elected to it, Johnson 
iad it thrust upon him.

has 


sought to identify himself ns one 
with Kennedy and his programs.

combat crime. He invited the 
conferees, U.S. Atty. Robert 
Morgenthau of New York City 
and an assistant, Silvio Mallo, 
out for lunch at the many-win- 
dowed, rambling, white brick 
farmhouse in McLean, Va. 


With Mrs. Kennedy, they were 


seated on a veranda for the 
lunch, when a telephone rang 
Robert went to answer it. 


As he went, an electrician 


working on a nearly completec 
addition to the house strode to 
ward the open veranda 
and 


called out softly that he had jus 
heard on the radio that thi 
President had been shot. 


Robert evidently did not hear 


this. He went to the phone and 
received from FBI Chief J. Ed- 
gar Hoover the word that the 
President 
had 
been 
struck 


down, probably fatally. 


Then, in a short time came a 


call from Texas, telling of the 
President's death. Old friends 
and neighbors dropped in soon 
to say and do what they could. 


First was John A. McCone, 


head of the CIA, which is not 
far away. 


McCone and Robert went out 


in the yard, walking for 20 min- 
utes, their heads bowed, talking 
occasionally. 


Lyndon B. 
Johnson 
called 


from Texas, asking in choked 
tones for legal advice. Would it 
be all right for him to take the 
oath in Texas? It would. 


Ethel drove away to take the 


school-age Kennedy children out 
of school. She wanted to tell 
them — Kathleen, Joe, Bobby, 
David and Courtney — before 
others did. 


About 4:30 p.m. the attorney 


general went to the Pentagon 
for a 20-minute talk with Secre- 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc- 
Namara. Then by helicopter to 
Andrews Air Force Base, where 
he bounded up a stairs and en- 
tered the plane bearing the cas- 
ket, the widow, the new Presi- 
dent, the new First Lady. 


The world knows now how 


Robert was at the widow's side 
in the days that followed, how 
he walked and sat by her side 
constantly and helped with the 
funeral arrangements. 


Robert F. Kennedy is no man 


to tell publicly now what hi 
thoughts were, or what his 
words were, during the tragic 
days.
